(Ill)  SALVAGE 


Salvage  is  collected  by  the  Local  Authority  in 
Scavenged  Paid  elves  and  in  all  Parishes  by  Mr.  G.  A.  Palmer 
Council’s  Hon0  Salvage  Officer  working  with  Salvage  Stewards  in 
villages o Village  dumps  have  been  formed  under  Mr,  Palmer's 
directions'  and  are  cleared  as  soon  as  he  is  notified  by  the 
Organiser  that  material  constituting  a load  has  accumulated. 

All  classes  of  salvage,  excluding  pig  food,  are  collected. 

All  material  collected  is  dumped  at  the  Council’s 
Cleansing  Depot  at  Stoughton,  w ere  the  few  remaining  employees 
have  to  sort,  bale  and  despatch  salvage,  thus  losing  time  from 
their  ordinary  work.
